Three Zoning 
Areas For Best Future 
= Development 


Of Town 


The special town zoning com- 
mittee, appointed by a vote of the 
last town meeting to study the 
zoning problems of the town, has 
completed its study and as a re- 
sult has inserted two articles in 
the warrant which will come up for 
action at the second town meet- 
ing, Mar. 21. 

The first article, which appears 
as Article I, on the warrant seeks 
three residential zones for the 
town. The other article, which ap- 
pears as Article Il, seeks to in- 
crease the set-back requirements 
in areas outside of the center of 
Town. 

Article I sets up three different 
residential zones for the town, 
and describes different require- 
ments for each zone. 

Zone A includes the most com- 
pletely built up areas in the cen- 
ter of the town. 

Zone B extends frpm Zone Ato 
the By-pass on the east and from 
Zone A to the probable location 
of the new Route 28 on the west. 

Zone C is the remainder of the 
residential area of the town.

[his article is sponsored by the Andover Taxpayers’ 


association and is another indication of how close this 


organization is to the administration of public affairs. 


[he rapid growth of the town in the past few years has 


also increased the amount of town business. 


selectmen or assessors the board has been meeting fre- 
quently in the past few months and today town business 
practically demands the presence of the chairman in the 
town house several hours daily for consultation and de- 


cisions. 


Chairman J. Everett Collins noted a short time ago that 


the job of running the town government is an ever increas- 
ing task. He recalled the time when it could be done one
